For Publiſhing of the P E A CE between His MAJESTY 
and the King of Denmark. 


CHARLES R. 


; Hereas a Peace hath been treated and concluded at Breda, betWixt His 
| Majeſly and the King of Denmark, and the Ratifications thereof 
| exchanged, and publication thereof there made the fourtcenth day 
of this inſtant Auguſt : In confozmity wherennto, His Majeſty hath 

thought ſit hereby to command. that the ſame be publiſhed throughout 
all his Ma je ſties Domintong. 

And his Majeſty doth declare, That all Ships oz other moveable Goods whatſoever, 
which ſhall appear to be taken from the Subjects of the ſaid King of Denmark, after the 
fourth day of September next, in the Nozth Seas, as allo in the Baltick and the Channel, 
after the twenty ſecond of September next, from the mouth of the Channel to the Cape 
St. Vincent; After the twenty third dap of October next enſuing, on the other ſide of the 
ſaid Cape, to the Equinoctial Line, aſivell in the Ocean and Mediterranean Sea, as 
elſewhere: And laſtky, After the fourtecnth day ok April, one thonſand ſix hundzed 
and ſirty eight, on the other ſide of the akozeſaid Line, thioughout the whole Wold, 
without any exception 02 diſtinction of time oz place, oz without any fozm of Pꝛoceſs; 
Shall immediately and without damage, be reſtozedto the Owners, accozding to the (kd 
Treaty. And hereof His Majeſty willeth and commandeth all His Subjects to take 
notice, and to confozm themlelves thereunto. Given 1 0 Ou Court at ab, * twenty
